The 4th Guards Grenadier Regiment. 1860-1861. 

//The above designation was given to the regiment by the highest cabinet order of July 4, 1860. 

//On July 23 of the same year, on the occasion of a large parade of the entire Coblenz garrison, Colonel-General Prince Wilh 
e | m of Prussia, Royal Highness, inspected the two grenadier battalions, which appeared that day for the first time in the new 
uniform. At this parade, as well as a few weeks later on the occasion of the presence of Their Majesties the Empress of Austria and 
the Queen of England in Coblenz, on which occasion the regiment provided the guard of honor, it carried the flags of the Landwehr 
Guard that had been left with it on the highest orders. battalions. 

//On September 26th, 1860, a music corps of 48 musicians was formed in the regiment under the baton Keiper (formerly 
with the Kaiser Franz Regiment). 

//By the following cabinet order to the Minister of War, flags were awarded to the 4th Guards Grenadier Regiment like the 
other newly formed units: 

"In my order of May 6 cr. | ordered the return of the flags, which the Landwehr tribe battalions had carried until they were 
formed into troops of the line, to the Landwehr battalions because they originally belonged to them and because the Landwehr still 
has to rally around this banner of honour. However, since battalions that have already carried flags and squadrons that have followed 
standards in their former regimental formations should not lose this award, | want the newly formed units of the guards and line 
infantry and cavalry flags and standards right now lend and will send you my further orders about this. 

They have announced this to the army make. 

Berlin, October 15, 1860. 

In the name of His Majesty the King 

Wilhelm Prince of Prussia Regent. 
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With regard to the replacement of the regiment, it was determined that the fusilier battalion should receive the same from 
the district of the VIIth, while the two grenadier battalions should receive it from the districts of the VII and VIII Army Corps. 

The year 1860 brought the battalions to a budget strength of 402 men. 

On January 2, 1861, His Majesty King Friedrich Wilhelm IV succumbed to his long-standing illness at Sanssouci Palace. His 
Royal Highness Prince Wilhelm of Prussia succeeded the royal brother on the throne. The regiment swore an oath of loyalty to His 
Majesty King Wilhelm I. 

At the ceremonial consecration and handover of the flags and standards to the new troops, the regiment was represented by 
a deputation to collect the three new grenadier flags that had been awarded to it. This consisted of the regimental commander, 
Lieutenant Colonel von Oppell, Captain von Gliszczinsky, First Lieutenant Count von Schwrin, Second Lieutenant von Witzleben, the 
three flag NCOs and the wingmen of the 1st, 5th and 9th companies. The flags were nailed on January 17, 1861 in the Great Hall of 
the Royal Palace in Berlin. His Majesty the King hammered the first nail in the name of His departed Royal Brother, the second for 
Himself, and Her Majesty Queen Augusta hammered the third nail. On the following day, the consecration and handover of the flags 
took place at the monument to Frederick the Great in the presence of His Majesty the King, His entire household and the 
representatives of the army. 

In the autumn of 1861 the regiment took part in the major maneuvers of the VII and VIII Army Corps. For this reason it had 
drafted a large number of reserves from all the old Guards regiments. 

On September 10, it placed the guard of honor in the royal court camp at Benrath Castle. His Majesty the King expressed his 
interest in the great royal revue at Bergheim on the 13th, the first of the newly formed regiment, in the following Supreme Cabinet 
Order to the Guards Corps: 

"In mine to the General of the Infantry von Bonin, 
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The order issued by the commanding general of the VIII Army Corps of today, regarding the just completed, large autumn 
maneuvers on the Rhine, | have the lieutenant colonel von Oppell, commander of the 4th Guards Grenadier Regiment, because of the 
good condition of the regiment and because of the energy which he has shown despite his suffering physical condition by taking over 
the regimental command again during the maneuvers, of which | hereby inform the General Command. 

Brühl, September 20, 1861. 

Wilhelm.

On October 18, 1861, the coronation ceremony of His Majesty King Wilhelm | and His High Wife Her Majesty Queen Augusta 
took place in Königsberg. 

The regiment took part in the celebration with Colonel-Lieutenant von Oppell, Captain von Rosenberg, Premier-Lieutenant 
von Arnim I, a sergeant, 9 non-commissioned officers, 3 minstrels and 75 grenadiers along with the flag of the 1st Battalion. Those 
commanded for this purpose all received the commemorative coin donated by His Majesty. 

A very special distinction was bestowed upon the regiment on the day of the coronation, in that Her Majesty the Queen was 
appointed chief of the regiment. 

The regiment received the designation "4th Guards Grenadier-Regiment Queen" according to the following Supreme 
Cabinet Ordre: 

On today's memorable day of my coronation in Koenigsberg, | appointed Her Majesty the Queen, my wife, Chief of the 4th 
Grenadier Guards Regiment and at the same time decided that the regiment should henceforth be called: “4. Guards Grenadier- 
Regiment Queen" and carries Her Majesty's cipher. By informing the regiment directly of this, enclosing a copy of my order addressed 
to Her Majesty, | expect that it will always show itself worthy and worthy of this special distinction. 

Koenigsberg, October 18, 1861. 

Wilhelm. 

After returning from Konigsberg, on October 28th, at a parade of the regiment on the Clemensplatz in Coblenz, Colonel von 
Oppell announced the high distinction which had been bestowed on the regiment by Her Majesty the Queen's appointment as its 
chief. Since then carries the regiment 
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under the Prussian royal crown the cipher of Her Majesty Queen Augusta in the blue fields of the epaulettes, epaulettes and 
epaulettes, the officers in gold, the men in red cloth. 

The hiring of recruits on November 9, 1861 brought the regiment the budgeted full peacetime strength, namely 534 heads 
per battalion, including the craftsmen, so that from that day on the regiment was complete. 

It was on May 5, 1862 that Her Majesty Queen Augusta for the first time your regiment resp. visited the two grenadier 
battalions garrisoned on the Karthause in Coblenz. 

Colonel von Oppell was followed in 1864 by Pawel as commander. He died a few days later and Colonel von Budritzty 
became commander. He was then followed on April 18, 1865 by Colonel von Strubberg in the regimental command. On May 27, 
1865, he acquired the Gassen house "Zum Vater Rhein" on the corner of Schlo&straBe and Lohrrondel. On January 1, 1868, the officer 
corps entered the same as the regimental house. Since then, the officers' mess, the regimental library, the regimental office, a large 
number of apartments for unmarried officers and some apartments for married officers have been located here. In 1893 the house 
was bought by the owner of the Hotel Berliner Hof. 

The war with Denmark. 

1864 

As early as 1848, the German duchies of Schleswig and Holstein, who were in personal union with Denmark, felt compelled 
to take up arms against Denmark for their threatened Germanness and to protect their old rights. The fight had been unsuccessful. 

When, in the winter of 1863, after the death of Frederick VII, King of Denmark and Duke of Schleswig-Holstein, Christian XI. 
had ascended the Danish throne, and his government continued in defiance of the old chartered rights of the duchies, especially 
when the Danish Reichsrath wanted to separate the duchies by making Schleswig a Danish province, it was time to take up the 
German cause. 

Schleswig-Holstein's motto is "Up eternally unbelievable". "Undivided forever!" resounded excitedly in Germany and 
everywhere the Schleswig-Holstein song sounded enthusiastic. 

Prussia and Austria, the two largest German federal states, unrolled their flags after the negotiations had been 
unsuccessful, Prussian and Austrian troops went out to protect German rights and to free German tribesmen from foreign yokes. 

In December 1863 the battalions of the 4th Queen Grenadier Guards Regiment left their garrisons in Coblenz and 
Dusseldorf and moved into quarters in the towns of Brandenburg, Treuenbrietzen, Friesack and Rathenow in the Mark Brandenburg. 

The regiment, which had been placed at war, heard with joyful enthusiasm that in the forthcoming campaign it might 
perhaps have an opportunity to receive the baptism of fire and to be able to prove itself worthy of the high honor of being called the 
Queen's regiment. On the German side, three corps were set up under the supreme command of the Prussian Field Marshal Freiherr 
von Wrangel. The 1st (Prussian 6th and 13th Divisions) under His Royal 
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Highness Prince Friedrich Karl of Prussia, the 2nd (Austrian) under Field Marshal Lieutenant von Gablenz and the 3rd Corps 
formed from Prussian Guards. The latter consisted of the Guards Infanterie Brigade (3rd and 4th Garde Regiment on foot) under the 
command of Major-General Grafen von der Goltz and the Guards Grenadier Brigade (3rd Guards Grenadier Regiment Queen Elisabeth 
and 4th Guards Grenadier Regiment Queen ) under Colonel von Bentheim. The Guard Hussar Regiment and 2 batteries of the Guard 
Artillery were also assigned to these troops, who were under the supreme command of Generalleutnant von der Mulbe. As a sign of 
solidarity, Prussians and Austrians wore white sashes around their upper left arms. 

On February 1, 1864, the allied troops crossed the Eider. After brief resistance, the enemy advance troops fell back on their 
main body, which, under the supreme command of Lieutenant-General de Meza, held 35,000 men and 96 field guns on the strong old 
fortifications of the Danne works, which were reinforced with 180 fortress guns. After Prince Friedrich Karl's corps, which formed the 
right wing, had a skirmish near Missunde on February 3rd, the Austrians in the center and the Prussian guards on the left wing 
attacked the Dannewerk on February 3rd. After brave resistance from the enemy, the Austrians took the village of Oberselk, stormed 
the royal hill to the north of the village and the village of Wedelspang built on its slope, and advanced on the village of Jagel to the 
south-west of Oberselk. The advance guard of the guards, the 10th company of the 4th Guards Grenadier Regiment "Queen" under 
Captain von Notz, set out from Sorgebruck at 2 p.m. and arrived at Jagel, which was occupied by the Danes, at 3:40 p.m. While the 


Austrian regiment "King of Prussia" approached the village from the north, the 10th company of the regiment "King of Prussia" 
entered the village from the south entrance. The company advanced through the village in lively fire. The Danes vacated the same. 
At the last houses the company received the order to take over the left wing of the battlefield. 

In the heaviest fire, which was concentrated on the exit of the village, the company advanced at a run through Knicks and 
Felder into the Austrian line of fire. The fire was 
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now on the enemy about 250 paces away, stationed behind a farmstead, initially lively, from the onset of twilight only 
slowly entertained. At about 4:30 the Danes left their position to retreat to the redoubts, and the Austrians also retreated to the 
village. So the company went back to Jagel and assembled here at the northern exit. They remained in this formation until 8 o'clock in 
the evening, when an Austrian Jager battalion relieved them. 

On the following day, the 11th company of the "Königin" regiment received the order to reconnoitre the villages of Groß- 
and Klein-Rheide. After a short skirmish, she took possession of both places without great difficulty and brought 8 prisoners with her. 

During the night of February 5th/6th, the Danes evacuated the Dannewerk. The "Königin" regiment took part in pursuing the 
enemy beyond Flensburg and Gravenstein. They were strenuous marches on paths covered with black ice and blown over by large 
masses of snow. On the Apenrade-Hadersleben road we headed towards Kolding. On March 5th, north of Wonsild, His Royal Highness 
the Crown Prince held a parade through the Guards, handing out the first decorations to the regiment. On the afternoon of March 7th 
the 3rd Corps (Guards) concentrated at Kolding for the advance towards the fortress of Fredericia. On March 8th the regiment was in 
action at Gudsee in front of the walls of Fredericia. The outcome of the meeting enabled the fortress to be encircled. A closer 
encirclement, which the siege preceded, brought parts of the regiment again into contact on March 19th. 

In order to encircle the fortress with even more troops, the Austrians relieved the guards in front of it on March 21, and they 
now took over cover to the north. At Horsens in Jutland, on March 26th, the regiment received the order to sweep itself into motion 
immediately on chaff and to speed up the march as much as possible. The distance there is 15 miles. In forced marches, the regiment 
covered the distance in 50 hours, of which 31 hours were spent on the march itself. On March 29 it arrived at the outpost assigned to 
it. 
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The storming of the Duppeler Schanzen. 

The Duppeler Schanzen formed a belt of ramparts consisting of seven larger closed works and three smaller open works, 
which stretched from Alsensund to Wenningbund on the Sundewitt peninsula. The redoubts were built on the plateau, which slopes 
down steeply to the south to the Wenningbund, to the east and north to the Alsensund; To the north-west the height falls steeply to a 
brook-traversed bottom, in which several villages are located, while in the west it only forms a steep depression. 

The entrenchments were equipped with 84 mostly heavy artillery pieces, the trenches were provided with palisades, wire 
fences, posts, wolf pits, Spanish reuters and harrows were installed in the firing range as obstacles in the event of an enemy 
onslaught. 

Here in front of Duppel, the regiment was used in the next few days and weeks in outpost service in front of the first parallel 
and in front of Duppelkirch to cover a battery built near this village and when working in the trenches, often harassed day and night 
by enemy gunfire . 

On the night of April 10-11, while the 2nd parallel was being opened, the 10th company of the regiment undertook a 
reconnaissance against redoubt 6, on which occasion they captured several Danes. On the evening of the latter day, the regiment 
was relieved and moved to quarters further back. Due to the arduous service in stormy, rainy weather in the muddy trenches, where 
the water was often a foot high, the regiment had many sick. But relief was also required for the healthy, in whom one could hardly 
recognize the handsome grenadiers from the Queen's regiment due to the dirt in the trenches, and whose weapons had become very 
unusable due to the persistent rainy days. 

The high chief's rich dispatches to the regiment at this time proved to him the warm sympathy and faithful care of his 
queen. 
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The 3rd parallel was opened on the night of the 14th to the 15th. The bombardment on this side had considerably reduced 
the defensive capability of the redoubts. His Royal Highness Prince Friedrich Karl therefore decided to take the enemy position by 
storm on the 18th. 

The day before, General von der Mülbe announced to the regiment that His Majesty had awarded him the Star of the Order 
of the Red Eagle 2nd Class with Swords, at the same time expressing his full appreciation for the achievements to date. He praised in 
particular the willpower shown during the forced marches, the perseverance in service in the trenches and the bravery and skill 
shown in the nightly reconnaissance, at the same time he expressed the expectation that every grenadier would have the honorable 
position which Se. Majesty given him in the army, especially in battle. 

On April 18, between 1 a.m. and 2 a.m., the assigned storm columns moved silently into the 3rd parallel. The suit was cap, 
rolled coat with buckled cookware. Six attacking columns were formed, each in such a way that a company broken up in a rifle line 
was followed by a worker company equipped with assault sacks, ladders, and large entrenchments, to which the assault companies 
and reserve companies were attached. Each attacking column was also accompanied by half an engineer company and a small 
detachment of fortress artillerymen, who were charged with directing the guns captured in the entrenchments at the enemy at once. 

The 9th and 12th companies of the "Königin" regiment were ordered to garrison Apeurade in the north-west in order to 
prevent an enemy landing behind the besiegers. The 1st, 4th, 5th and 11th companies, determined by the lot drawn by Sergeant 
Handrack from the 4th company, formed with the 1st and 3rd companies of the 3rd Grenadier Guards Regiment "Queen Elisabeth" 
under the leadership of the commander of the 1st Battalion of the Regiment "Queen", Major von Beeren, the sixth attack column. 

When 4 o'clock struck on the church tower of Duppel, a terrible cannonade was launched against the Prussian batteries 
from all Prussian batteries 
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enemy position. The thunder of artillery lasted for six hours when it suddenly stopped at 10 o'clock. 


Warlike sounds rise powerfully from the 2nd parallel to the sky. The strikers break out of the 3rd parallel. The 11th company 
of the regiment disbanded as riflemen, followed closely by the 1st and 4th companies as a closed assault column. Silent and 
breathless, they storm past rampart 5 and communication after rampart 6, onto rampart 6. The first enemy shots were fired from the 
Sondersburger Chaussee, soon 

— hit by Danish bullets — also the first teams. Without pausing, the riflemen and the closed column charge ahead, ignoring 
the murderous gunfire that rattled through their ranks. The wire mesh is jumped over, crawled through, and in some places even cut 
through. Arrived at the ditch, the 11th company threw itself on the right and left directly at the edge of the ditch, directing a well- 
aimed fire at the garrison of the redoubt. Individual people jump with them into the ditch with the flag they were carrying and 
immediately climb up the wall. A thunderous hurrah rang out, a brief bitter struggle during which Private Romey of the 11 Company 
planting the flag carried; the 1st Company is also blowing, the redoubt has been taken. Schanze 6 is the first of all Schanze to show 
the Prussian colors. 

The troops that had penetrated from the side facing Schanze 5 had been able to prevent a Danish artilleryman from firing a 
cannon aimed at the strikers. 

With joyful pride the grenadiers of the queen wrote the name "Augusta" in big letters on the carriages of the guns taken in 
the redoubt. The strikers gathered in front of the ski jump and in the same ditch. On the left side a platoon maintained lively fire 
against Schanze 7 for a while. 

When Major von Beeren, the leader of the 6th Assault Column, left the 6th redoubt to head the two reserve companies that 
had advanced (3rd Company, 3rd Guards 

Grenadier Regiments Queen Elisabeth and 5th Company 4th Guards Grenadier-Regiments Queen), they were shot in the hip 
and one in the abdomen. Unter-Officer Doetsch from Ochtendung caught the dying man in his arms 
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the one who died with the words: "So I'm dying for Schleswig-Holstein!" 

//Georg Ezekiel sang about the fallen brave leader in the following verses: 

"Tambour, hit it! 

It applies to a man 

He led to the storm with bold sense 

The Queen's Grenadiers; 

They took the redoubt at full speed, 

He planted the king's flag on it, 

Then the hostile lead struck him to death, 

God grant him a happy birth! 

Prussia announces 

who was the man 

Major of Berries! 

//von Beeren was born on November 27, 1819 in Iserlohn and joined the 15th Infantry Regiment on August 7, 1837 from the 
cadet corps as a portepee ensign. on the 21st Appointed second lieutenant in July 1838, von Beeren left in 1848 to volunteer in the 
Schleswig-Holstein army. Here von Beeren had several opportunities to distinguish himself in the fight against the Danes. After the 
dissolution of the Schleswig-Holstein army, the former Prussian lieutenant, who had meanwhile been promoted to major, re-entered 
the 21st Infantry Regiment as Premier Lieutenant. On July 13, 1854 von Beeren was promoted to captain and joined on January 18, 
1859 as a Chief of the 28th Infantry Regiment. On September 14, 1860 von Beeren was transferred as a major to the Brandenburg 
Fusilier Regiment No. 35, on April 13, 1861 to the 4th Guards Grenadier Regiment as a regular staff officer. On October 29, 1861, 
Major von Beeren was given command of the 1st Battalion. 

//The merits of the brave officer were honored by His Majesty the King by awarding him the Order pour le mérite, the 
insignia of which were to remain in his family in memory of the fallen. 

//The Second Lieutenant von Rabenau, who was severely wounded in the storm, died on April 30th in the Johanniter 
Lazareth in NUubel, 
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while Lieutenant von Stangen, who was also badly wounded, partially recovered, but died ten years later as a result of the 
injuries suffered at the time. 

//The loss of non-commissioned officers and men was 69 men. Tired from the tremendous exertion, the strikers stood on the 
crest of the Duppeler plateau, proud of the victory they had won and with joyful satisfaction at having shown themselves to be equal 
to the old Prussian guard regiments. 

//Dueppel's day of honor has since been celebrated annually in the regiment and especially by the officer corps. Even before 
Paris, after the tremendous victories and successes of the year 1870, the regiment, whose staff was then based in Senlis, showed by 
its chaffing celebrations on French soil that it had not forgotten the brave deeds of its stormtroopers of April 18, 1864. 

//The next day, the 19th, the regiment remained in the positions it had taken, and the fallen comrades had to be buried. On 
the 20th came the order that the guards should move back to Jutland, and at the same time His Royal Highness Prince Frederick 
Charles acknowledged His Majesty's troops for the bravery they had shown in the storm. But this transmission of gratitude was not 
enough for the joyful and thankful heart of the Most High Warlord; His Majesty wished to bring His thanks to the soldiers himself. 

//On April 22, the Queen's regiment was in parade in the Division at Apeurade. Followed by a large suite of high-ranking 
Prussian and foreign officers, His Majesty rode along the presenting fronts, greeted him with a vigorous hurrah, took the parade 
march and then spoke in warm words of appreciation about the behavior of the division during the arduous winter campaign and 
especially about the demonstrated bravery, emphasizing that with an army like this Prussia's glory and honor were assured. Then His 
Majesty had the stormtroopers brought forward and had a serious chat with the officers and men. 

//The march of the regiment then led to the north. In a rapid triumphal procession it rushed through Jutland and fluttered its 
flags from Cape Skagen in the wind of the North and Baltic Seas. 
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//The 118 enemy guns taken at Duppel and numerous Danebrogs had meanwhile been taken to Berlin. The Queen's 
regiment also contributed to the escort of honor accompanying the trophies. Shortly thereafter, the regiment saw with great regret 
its commander, Colonel von Oppell, resigning. Colonel von Oppell was appointed commander of Colberg under the position a la suite 
of the regiment. Colonel von Pawel, Chief of the General Staff of the V Army Corps, was given command of the regiment on May 17th. 
Two days later he died in Posen. He hadn't seen his regiment. It was followed on May 21, 1864 by the a la suite of the Kaiser 
Alexander Guards Grenadier Regiment No. 1 Colonel von Budritzki, who had been commanded to serve with the Ducal Saxe-Coburg- 
Gotha contingent. 

//A 6-week ceasefire, during which peace negotiations took place, ended without the negotiations bringing peace. Again the 
guns spoke. General Herwarth von Bittenfeld led his troops in barges near Satrupholz across the Alsensund estuary to the island of 
Als, took 100 guns and made 37 officers and 2,450 prisoners. 

Then, on October 30th, peace came, as its harbinger, as early as mid-August, the order had been taken to allow the oldest- 
aged men, whose gaps were to be filled by men from the replacement battalion, to go home on leave. Schleswi Holstein was finally 
freed from foreign rule. Denmark or its king ceded his rights to Schleswig-Holstein and Lauenburg to Prussia and Austria. On 
December 19th the Combined Guards Division returning from Schleswig made its entry into Berlin. 

//On the square where the Victory Column now rises as a memorial to 3 glorious wars, His Majesty the King, riding down the 
fronts, greeted his guards at home. Then the Most High summoned the decorated officers and men and the flags in the midst of the 
formation and expressed his royal thanks to them for the faithful and brave services they had rendered. 

//His Majesty awarded the banners with the ribbons of the war commemorative coin donated for the completed campaign 
and the storm cross 
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by Duppel. Then the ceremonial entry through the Brandenburg Gate into the festively decorated streets of the capital, which had 
provided the troops with brilliant reception celebrations, took place. On the Pariser Platz, the old guard regiments stationed here 
greeted the younger ones returning from the field with a thunderous hurrah, and the population cheered with joy as the battalions 
marched. 

Her Majesty Queen Augusta had summoned the officer corps of her regiments to her midday table in the Royal Palace. 

Dressed in the colors of the regiment, Her Majesty received the officer corps in the drawing-room where the colors of the 
regiment had been lowered, and later in the midst of it His Majesty received the King and his entourage, including Field-Marshal 
Count Wrangel. Queen Augusta was the first to speak at table, expressing her joy at the glorious end of the officer corps of your 
regiment 
Wars, in the happy outcome of which the brave regiment has such an essential part to see itself united. She knows the loyalty and 
devotion to the Supreme Warlord that inspired the regiment in the field and that would live on in it at all times. With that in mind, on 
behalf of the regiment, drink to the health of the Most High Warlord. His Majesty the King thanked the regiment for responding so 
brilliantly to the confidence which he had previously shown in the appointment of the Queen as chief. Finally, Count Wrangel 
celebrated the exalted commander of the regiment in humorous words, referring to the name Augusta, and praised Her Majesty 
Queen Augusta. 

The regiment returned from Berlin to the garrisons on the Rhine. On December 21, the staff and the two grenadier battalions 
made their entry into Coblenz, where they received the following poetic welcome: 


"Welcome to us brave brothers 

From Schleswig-Holstein's sea beach! 
You return as brave warriors 

With glory back to the homeland. 
Where a thousand dear hearts flag 
Full of elation of the dear crowd, 
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The victorious carried the sword 

In the bloody hour of danger. 


On Duppels Hoh'n, there at the ski jump 
Have you shown courage to Prussia? 

The one with the fresh laurel wreath 

The black and white flag honors. 

Up! up! it rang through the ranks 

Forward in the hot victory dance 

To the fatherland, to the powerful and loyal 
Sound of jubilation victory sound. 


So welcome brave brothers

The Peace of Vienna created a situation that was not to last for long. The joint administration of Schleswig-Holstein by 
Prussia and Austria brought about complications which led to the struggle for leadership in Germany being resolved. 

At the end of March 1866 the order was given to the regiment to increase the battalions to a peacetime strength of 686 
men. On May 3rd, the augmentation of the regiment to full wartime strength and the formation of the replacement battalion was then 
further determined by the highest cabinet order. In addition to the latter, a 4th Battalion was also formed. This joined the 2nd 
Reserve Corps under Grand Duke Friedrich Franz von Mecklenburg and took part in the campaign on the Main. 

The regiment went to Berlin. Stopped here on May 26th 
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His Majesty the King paraded the entire Guard Corps on the parade ground behind the Kreuzberg. In the 
In the first days of June they set off in foot marches to Lusatia and between Baruth and Luckau, then around Cottbus 
cantonments related. 

On June 15th the Guards Corps, initially attached to the 1st Army, joined the 2nd Army under the supreme command of His 
Royal Highness the Crown Prince. The troops were transported to Brieg by railroad. 

June 20th was a rest day. The kings to the people were read to the teams. The marches of the next few days were very 
strenuous in the great heat. 

On the 25th the knapsacks were laid down and followed. The march went through the Glatzer mountain basin; the rain 
poured from the sky. Next morning at 2:30 am the entire 2nd Guards Infantry Division was ready to march into Austria at the rendez- 
vous square just behind Mittel Steina. At about 4 o'clock the regiment passed the black and yellow border posts with lively cheers. 
The long marching columns wound their way through the pass of Austria-Braunau, which, wedged between the steep cliffs of the 
deep mountain road, could easily have been stopped here by the enemy. 

At Pickau, a divisional bivouac was purchased. As the wagons with rations were not forthcoming, the regiment had to resort 
to requisitions. Pickau lies in a valley surrounded by high mountains, on whose slopes the troops bivouacked on the rain-soaked 
earth. In the evening they received the distinguished visit of His Royal Highness the Crown Prince, who, smoking his field pipe, 
conversed with officers and men. 

Shortly before, some prisoners had been brought down the road leading to the bivouac below by men from the 3rd Guards 
Uhlan Regiment, who had engaged in a skirmish with Austrian dragoons; the first enemy soldiers the regiment saw. 

On the 27th at 6 o'clock in the morning we set out via Politz. A halt was made near Honow, from the south came the thunder 
of cannon, which broke threateningly in the mountains. That
